Among the important attribute: 
which led to the success of Miss 
Bergman in these films are her 
unusual mobility of face and emo¬ 
tions plus an ability to submerge 
herself completely in her roles, 
say film critics.

‘Two-Faced’ Ratoff 
Tough While Acting, 
Tender As Director 

The tough Foreign Legion 
sergeant of “Under Two Flags” 
and the director picked by David 
0. Selznick to pilot Ingrid Berg¬ 
man’s first American picture, 
“Intermezzo,” are both named 
Gregory Ratoff. And, what’s 
more, they’re both the same guy. 

“Intermezzo,” opening .... at 
the .... Theatre via Eagle Lion 
re-release, was a great challenge 
to Ratoff’s directorial talents. 
Miss Bergman had been groomed 
for stardom by Selznick for two 
years. He staked her career on 
this film. If the picture had failed 
Miss Bergman would doubtlessly 
have been relegated to the ob¬ 
scurity which overtakes so man' 1 ' 
other much-publicized “imports.” 

Won Repeat Assignment 

But Ratoff met the challenge 
successfully and elicited from 
Ingrid a performance still con¬ 
sidered by many able critics to 
be her best.
